1, On 26 Ogtober 1950, the camp in the woods at Letgzling Heath (1! 53/Y 53) 
was occupied by only a guard unit of 200 to 300 men wearing red~bordered 
black epaulets, The motor vehicles from the camp had been driven to the 
barracks installation at the Hillersleben range, According to runors 
anong local residents, the troops, who had been previously observed 
leaving the camp, had been at Altengrabow temporarily. * 


2. For tho past four weeks, wooden barracks and motor vehicle sheds were being 
hurriedly constructed in the area between the former civil servants' settle~ 
ments and the headquarters of the lillersleben artillery range. A board 
fence, about 2 meters high, was being erected. blocking the houses on the 
market square, the settlenent., and the range headquarters from the road toward 
‘lillersleben, The reconstruction of the damazed houses on and near the market 
square, ilillersleben, and of the two houses north of the range headquarters 
was completed. The buildings served as troop quarters and were apparently 
occupied to capacity. The approach road to the concrete road running past the 
eastorn barracks, the warages., aml the southern firing position, and the road 
leading to the worlmen's settlement via the marked square were blocked to 
traffic, The fields around the southern firing position could no longer be 
cultivated. The German oceupante of the worlmen's settlement were to us « new 
road when going to Willerslepen , ‘The road was cornpleted in early Novomker. 


3. The billeting area, composed of the eastern barracks, the range headquarters, 
the houses on Sicrerplatz, the civil servants! settlement on the market square, 
and the two houses north of the range headquarters, was occupied to capacity 
by an estimated 3,000 troops. Soldiers observed wore red~bordered black epau= 
lets, some with tank and artillery insignias black-bordered red epaulets; and 
hlack epaulets with signal insignia. Ten tanks covered with canvas were seen 
at the garages of the eastern barracks, About 20 trucks, 15 of which were  25X1 
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h. The Hillersleben billeting area quartered troops who had been stationed 


there previously and others who had come from the camp in the woods of 
Letgling Heath, Source had the impression that the troops wonld stay in 
the billets throushout the winter. Apart from training in firing, the 


troops did not enzaze in any trainings activity.

into barracks installations in Macdebure at the beginning of November, the 
19th Gds iMecz Div can now be considered confirued as being billeted in the 
Macdeburce-llillersleben area, and this staying in its army area.
